WORTMIAN POSED 
AS AN EXPERT IN 
BID TOLEND CASH 


Magin Gave Impression 


That Buster Was 
Building and Labor 


Relations Counselor. 


Frank (Buster) Wortman, 
East Side gang boss, posed as 
a construction expert and labor 
relations counselor when seek- 
ing to invest money in a com- 
mercial enterprise, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

The incident occurred two 
years ago at Millstadt, IIl., 
when the Millstadt Milling Co. 
sought money to finance a 
planned $60,000 warehouse. A 
St. Louis insurance broker, 
aware of the expansion plan, 
took Wortman and Sam 
Magin to Millstadt for a con- 
ference. 

Magin, a lieutenant of Wort- 
man, was introduced as a busi- 
ness man with money to invest 


in industrial and commercial 
projects. Wortman was not in- 
troduced, remaining in the 


background while Magin did 
the talking. 
No Pressure Applied. 

“We received an impression 
from Magin that Wortman was 
a construction and labor rela- 
tions expert,” employes of the 
milling firm recalled today. 

No “pressure” was applied 
by either Magin or Wortman, 
it was stated, and the interest 
rates proposed were not ex- 
orbitant. 

Officials of the milling com- 
pany learned Wortman’'s iden- 
tity later, and speedily turned 
down the offer. They obtained 
financing for the warehouse 
from other sources. 

Federal authorities invest!- 
gating Wortman’s tangled fi- 
nancial affairs have learned 
that he and Magin have sought 
to make other loans to legiti- 
mate business firms in this 
area. Magin serves as “front 
man” in the negotiations, it 
was reported.

Magin has appeared on pay- 
rolls of the Stephen Gorman 
Bricklaying Co. of St. Louis 
East Side union officials said 
hoodlums and gamblers who

| President Disturbed by 


Reports Implying 
That Secretary Might 
Be Willing to Yield 
on Some Points.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 26 
‘AP) — President Eisenhower 
let it be known today he will 
accept no compromise or re- 
treat from the essential pro- 
visions of his defense reor- 
ganization program. 

The President's views were 
set forth at his vacation head- 
quarters by White House Press 
-—| Secretary James C. Hagerty, 
who pictured Mr. Eisenhower 
as disturbed about news dis- 
patches indicating Secretary of 

efense Neil H. McElroy 
might be willing to compro- 
mise. 

Mr Eisenhower's contro- 
versal reorganization plans is 
before Congress and McElroy 
has been testifying regarding 
it this week before the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Mr. Eisenhower telephoned 
McElroy in Washington today. 
They talked twice for a total 
of about a half hour. Then 
Hagerty issued a _ statement 
which said: 

“Both the President and the 
Secretary are agreed that 
there can be no compromises 
on—or retreat from—the es- 
sentials of this legislation.” 

Partly Written by President. 

Although the statement was 
issued in Hagerty’s name, the 
press secretary said Mr. Eisen- 
hower himséif wrote that last 
paragraph in its entirety, and 
most of the rest of it, which 
said: 

“This morning the President 
talked by telephone with the 
Secretary of Defense. The sub- 
ject of their conversation was 
the defense reorganization bill 
and some news stories imply- 
ing that the Secretary of De- 
fense was willing to compro- 
mise the objectives sought in 
the defense modernization bill 
which the Prgsident sent to 
Congress. 

“While the Secretary of De- 
fense has not insisted on rigid 
adherence to words and phrase- 
ology, he has confirmed to the 
President that no changes in 
any feature of tee moderniza- 
tion program has been implied 
in any testimony of his.” 

Hagerty said McElroy was 
issuing a similar statement in 
Washington, saying “the answer 
is no” to any question as to 
whether his testimony before 
the House committee repre- 
sents a retreat from Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s proposals, or a com- 
promise 

The Hagerty statement and 
the President's personal prep- 
aration of most of it pointed 
up once more Mr. Eisenhower's 
determination to wage a finish 
fight for his plan, which is 
under hot fire from some Con- 
gress members. Those include 
Chairman Carl Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the House Armed 
Services Committee. 

Angry About Reports. 

The President's decision to 
phone McElroy appeared to 
leave no doubt he was anggy 
about what he had read in the 
newspapers. Hagerty said, how- 
ever, in reply to questions that 


Mr. Eisenhower felt in ad- 
vance of the calls that Me- 
Elrey had no intention of 
implying an Administration 
willingness to compromise on 
any substantive issue. 

Asked specifically whether 
the President was disturbed 
about McElroy’s testimony, 
Hagerty replied: 

“The President was dis- 


turbed about reports we re- 
ceive this morning implying a 
position by the Secretary that 
the President was quite sure 
was not correct.” 

Hagerty added Mr. Eisen- 
hower's talks with McElroy 
confirmed his belief and that 
the President found “the im- 
plications were not correct.” 

Asked then whether Mr. 
Eisenhower was displeased re- 
garding McElroy’s testimony, 
Hagerty said: “No, he was con- 
cerned about the implications 
of some news stories.” 

Hagerty declined to specify 
which news stories.

April 26 (AP)—President Josip | 
(Tito) Broz addressed a plea to | 
the Kremlin today to resolveits 
differences with Yugoslavia in 
a more comradely manner. | 

In a farewell speech to the | 
Yugoslav Communist congress | 
here, Tito said: | 

“We should like to solve our | 
differences and disagreements | 
in a different manner in the | 
future, in a more comradely | 
manner. | 

“For, it would be very tragic 
if in our mutual relations the | 
same road was taken again as 
the one which in the past 
proved fatal for the interna- 
tional workers’ movement. 

“We do not want it, and I 
can declare here to all those | 
who are present that we shall | 
in future continue to endéavor 
not to give any cause to any- 
body to reproach us with any 
reason that we are weakening 
the international workers’ 
movement.” 

Program Indorsed, 

The Congress already had 
indorsed Tito’s program of in- 
dependent Communism in de- 
fiance of Moscow. 

The 1700 delegates also in- 
dorsed speeches by Tito and 


two of his top lieutenants de- |_ 


nouncing Russian dictation. 

A resolution on “future 
tasks” said the party felt 
“ideolc ical differences should 
not ini.uence relations between 
states, particularly between the | 
Socialist (Communist) states.” | 
The delegates pledged to try to | 
remove difficulties among 
Communist nations. | 

(Tne United Press said the 
congress also indorsed key fea- 
tures of the Soviet disarma- 
ment program, pledging Yugo- 
slavia to oppose establishment 
of western missile bases in 
West Germany and the arming 
of West Germany with atomic 
weapons, and to support Rus- 
sia’ conditional offer to halt 
nuclear tests.) 


The Yugoslav Communist 
program restates the party's 
desire to continue its “own 
road to Socialism ‘(Commu- 
nism)” at home and its policy 
of remaining aloof from both 
Soviet and western camps. It 
also calls for freedom of criti- 
cism among Communists. 

The original draft program 
published last month de- 
nounced military blocs in gen- 
eral and complained about 
what was called big power at- 
tempts to dominate little coun- 
tries. 

The program adopted today 
included a recent revision to 
drop the complaint and justify | 
Russia's East European mili- 
tary bloc as defensive. That 
did not satisfy the Kremlin, 
which attacked the program 
sharply and refused to ‘send 
official observers from Seviet 
bloc nations 

Instead, Communist coun- 
tries sent their ambassadors as 
observers. They walked out 
Wednesday when Vice Presi- 
dent Alexander Rankovic de- 
livered Yugoslavia’s most bit- 
ter attack on Soviet Commu- 
nism in four years. 

Svetozar Vukmanovic, 
fourth-ranking member of the 
Yugoslav party hierarchy, said 
at a cocktail party last night 
that Rankovic’s remarks were 
directed specifically against 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev, who often has attacked 
Yugoslavia.

Too Much Government 


With a Board of Freeholders for metropoli- 
tan reorganization about to be appointed, the 
St. Louis area is in for a year of intensive 
study and discussion of what can be done to 
fashion a better governmental structure for 
this sprawling metropolis. Whatever the Free- 
holders may decide, consolidation of some of 
the county’s 97 municipalities is much on 
many minds. That is one way to cut unneces- 
sary overhead. The savifhgs could be put into 
improving or expanding services. 

In a static situation, there would be no 
strong upward pressures on local tax rates, 
and many county citizens would be unaware 
of the built-in waste factor in their municipal 
organization. But the situation in the county 
is not static. The suburbs are growing fast 
and so are demands for expanded services. At 
the same time inflation is forcing up the cost 
of providing those services. 

Dr. Victor D. Brannon of the Governmental 
Research Institute told the County League of 
Municipalities the other day, “As growth con- 
tinues it will become increasingly difficult for 
our 97 municipalities to provide municipal 
services on a satisfactory basis at a reason- 
able cost to the taxpayer.” 

Consolidation offers other advantages, It 
would be a step toward equalizing the cost of 
municipal services throughout the county. It 
would greatly simplify the solution of county- 
wide problems. And it would open the way 
for many of the small communities to take 
advantage of the Missouri Constitution’s 
“home rule” provisions. 

This last evidently is one motivating force 
behind the move to consolidate Frontenac and 
Huntleigh Village with Ladue. The State Con- 
stitution grants the home rule privilege only 
to communities with a population of more 
than 10,000. Ladue will not reach this class 
soon unless it does consolidate with its two 
smaller neighbors. 

Home rule carries with it the privilege of 
adopting the Council-Manager form of govern- 
ment that, properly operated, is so well suited 
to the needs of the medium size communities 
of the suburbs. The opportunities for effi- 
ciency that are inherent in this form provide 
at least some counter to the pressures of in- 
flation on the cost of local government. 

Unfortunately, state laws tend to discour- 
age municipal consolidation. The initiative 
and the financing must come largely from 
individual citizens of the communities to be 
merged. Moreover there is a legal question 
about the application of the consolidation 
statute—that is, whether it applies to what 
are technically incorporated “towns” and “vil- 
lages” as well ag incorporated “cities.” If it 
applies only to cities, 53 of the county’s com- 
munities would have no legal means of 
consolidating. 

But no such statutory roadblocks inhibit 
consolidation in another and far more im- 
port-nt area of local government. The coun- 
tv's 29 school districts, supported l»rgely by 
the same people who support the 97 munici- 
p*lities. can be reorgenized on the initiative 
of the County Board of Education. The Coun- 
ty Board has the power—indeed, the sole 
duty—of proposing consolidations and sub- 
mitting them to the people. 

Since the cost of schools runs some three 
times the cost of operating the municipali- 
ties, this is one area in which the consolida- 
tion principle can achieve substantial and 
worthwhile savings. More importantly, it 
would lead to an equalization both of educa- 
tional opportunities and the cost of creating 
them. Once taxpayers realize this they may 
get around to building a fire under the Coun- 
ty Board of Education. 


Save That Time! 


We can think of esthetic, athletic and pure- 
ly economic reasons for doing what the St. 
Louis area is going to do at 2 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. What this country needs is 
more time to do less in—less, that is, of plain 
hard work. With the slump slumping along, 
there really is not quite enough hard work to 
go around. There is still a lot of relaxation 
to be accomplished, however.

Decision to Reconsider

What Symington Said 

Senator Symington’s recent statement on 
nuclear testing has been interpreted several 
ways, depending upon the interpreter. So 
that our readers may know just what he said, 
we publish the text of his remarks in today's 
Mirror of Public Opinion. 

It is, it seems to us, quite a good statement, 
and rather a remarkable one coming from a 
man who has been so long identified with a 
school of military thinking which has never 
been friendly to disarmament in any form. 

The Senator wants to see this year’s series 
of American tests completed before any sus- 
pension agreement comes into effect. His 
position could be seized on by the Russians 
as justification for one more round of their 
own before they agreed to suspension. And 
if the United States in turn then demanded a 
compensatory “bang,” and so on, obviously 
suspension would never come about. 

Practically speaking, however, this year’s 
American tests are virtually unavoidable in 
any case. They are about to begin. Even if 


‘negotiations for a test ban were to start im- 


mediately it is most unlikely that they could’ 
be completed before the end of the series. 
Any agreed and inspected suspension of tests, 
then, is at this stage bound to take effect after 
this year’s experiments in the Pacific. Many 
people would rather have had it take effect 
sooner, but the chances of that have unfor- 
tunately passed. 

So the essential thing in Senator Syming- 
ton’s statement is that he advocates a suspen- 
sion of tests separate from a comprehensive 
disarmament “package” and specifically sep- 
arate from an agreement to cease the produc- 
tion of fissionable material for weapons 
purposes. He believes the Administration's in- 
sistence on the “package” was “a grave mis- 
take.” He urges a first step toward disarma- 
ment on the ground that a continuation of 
the nuclear arms race may mean the destruc- 
tion of mankind. 

We wish Senator Symington had come to 
this position a long time ago. It is always 
more effective to point out “grave mistakes” 
at the time they are being made than in 
retrospect. Secretary Dulles broke up the 
London disarmament talks last summer by 
insisting on tying test suspension to a “pack- 
age,” and Senator Symington did not dissent. 
Had he spoken out even during the winter, 
before the Administration began reviewing 
its position and before any hints that Admin- 
istration policy might be changed, his words 
would have carried more weight. 

As the phrase goes, better late than never. 


Speaking of Primary Dates 
Actually the campaign has been on for a 
long time, but with the holding of the Illinois 
primary—the first of the regular nominating 
heats—the 1958 midterm election season is 
officially begun. Between now and late Sep- 
tember, candidates will be chosen for 33 seats 
in the Senate, 435 seats in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, many of the governorships, and 
thousands of other offices. Missouri will con- 
duct its primary campaign in the most dis- 


advantageous period of the summer—July 


and early August. May it be our last at the 
height of the vacation seasdn. If Illinois can 
nominate in April and many other states in 
May and June, Missouri can find a more suit- 
able date than the first Tuesday in August. 
Every candidate for the Missouri Legislature 
ought to be asked how he stands on this sim- 
ple, plain issue. And if two candidates are 
equally good, a pledge on the part of one to 
work for a Missouri primary in May or June 
would be reason to decide between them. 


A Bill to Aid Defense 


The Senate Armed Services Committee has 
approved the military proficiency and incen- 
tive pay bill which the House passed a few 
days ago. This is a measure which is based, 
in modified form, on the Cordiner Committee 


_report, It was submitted last May after a year 


of investigation by a group of industrialists 
and military men headed by Ralph J. Cor- 
diner, president of the General Electric Co. 

As approved by the Senate committee, the 
bill would cost $106,289,000 less than the 
$683,827,000 measure passed in the House a 
few days ago. This difference in amounts, 
although small, will have to be worked out 
when the bill goes to conference. 

Certainly no time should be lost in seeing 
that proficiency is recognized. The armed 
services have for years been losing most of 
their best men, particularly those with criti- 
cal skills, to the higher pay and other attrac- 
tions of civilian occupations. 

The rapid turnover in personnel has been 
felt sharply in reduced operational effettive- 
ness, in excessive costs of training and in 
accident rates. The sooner the improved in- 
centive standards are set up in the three serv- 
ices, the sooner this trend will be reduced.

Southern publisher and editor 


said yesterday that organized | 
pressure groups in small. com- | 
munities in the South and else- | 


where in the country are 
threatening the independence 
and very survival of small 


weekly newspapers. | 


Hodding Carter, president, 
publisher and editor of the 
Delta Democrat-Times, daily 
newspaper in Greenville, Miss., 
charged that pressure groups 


attempt to destroy those week- 
ly newspapers that defend un- 
popular causes and civil liber. 
ties. 

“The pressure groups fright- 
en advertisers and the papers 
come under the gun of the 
local merchants and local po- 
litical bosses,’ he said. 

“Any threat to 
than 10,000 weekly newspap- 
ers,” he went on, “also en- 
dangers the democratic con- 
cept of individual dignity and 
individual worth.” 

When one paper dies as a 
result of this pressure, Carter 
said, “other editors wonder 
whether to put their heads on 
the block.” 

Carter delivered the third 
annual Joseph Pulitzer Memo- 
rial Lecture at the Columbia 
University Graduate School of 
Journalism. 

Carter cited the case of Mrs. 
Hazet Smith, editor and pub- 
lisher of two small weekly 
newspapers in Mississippi—the 
Lexington Advertiser and the 
Durant News. He said that Mrs. 
Smith has been the target of 
White Citizens Councils and
